WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—The 
head-on collision between what 
Chairman Cecil R. King of Cali- 
fornia said yesterday and what 
President Truman said today 
about directing the Justice De- 
partment to turn over files on 
tax fraud cases produced evasive 
answers from King when he was 
asked to reconcile the two state- 
‘ments. 

King, head of the Ways and 
Means subcommittee investigat- 
ing tax fixing, said yesterday that 
Truman had “promised” to make 
available to the subcommittee 
Justice Department tax fraud and 
. personnel files. 

At Key West, Fla., however, 
Truman said he. had promised 
King nothing. 

Word ‘Promise’ Just ‘Slipped In.’ 

King said he. supposed the 
word “promise” just ‘‘si‘pped in.” 
‘What he had meant, he added, 
was “assurance.” 

He did say that Truman told 
him yesterday he egreed that the 
committee should have the files 
it wants and that he anticipated 
no difficulty in obtaining them. 

King said he thought the 

apparent conflict between what 
he said yesterday and what Tru- 
man said today ‘might be just a 
matter of procedure. He didn’t 
know whether the precise word 
Truman used was that he would 
issue a “directive” to the Justice 
Department requiring it to pro- 
duce the files sought or whether 
Truman’s instructions to the Jus- 
‘tice Department might be han- 
dled in some other, less formal 
fashion. “But,” he added,- “I 
might be wrong.” 
- He agreed with the report of 
the Key West Truman conierence 
quoting the President as saying 
he had not told King in yester- 
day’s telephone conversation 
what action he would take. 

_“What he said was for me to 
send him a memorandum,” Kin 
said. The memorandum is to de- 
scribe what files the committee 
wants and why it regards them’ 
as necessary. 

Other Subjects. 

On other subjects King said: 

Investigators of his subcommit- 
‘tee and of the Bureau of Internal 

evenue are now in Detroit, ex- 
mining “various” offices there. 
He would not amplify this. 
. He will ask the members of his 
subcommittee to hold hearings in 
San Francisco next Jan. 7. 

King said he took the issue 
directly to the President after 
“repeated delays” by the Justice 
Department in making the files 
available. He. said his group 
wants to know the reasons for 
failing to prosecute big tax fraud 
cases approved for prosecution 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

Head of the tax division in the 
Justice Department is Theron 
Lamar Caudle, an assistant at- 
torney general, whose financial 
‘records and income tax returns 
‘are under scrutiny of the King 
subcommittee. Caudle is expected 
ito be summoned as a witness at 
hearings next week. 

Denial by Caudle. 

Caudle denied last night that 
he penalized an assistant, John 
\H. Mitchell, for pressing prose- 
cution of a $400,000 tax evasion 
case in Mobile, Ala. The Post- 
Dispatch réported yesterday that 
it had been told Caudle sought 
to dissuade Mitchell from prose- 
cuting the case and penalized him 
when he insisted on prosecution.

A writ of habeas corpus, di- 
recting Mrs. Mary Henze, a prac- 
tical nurse, 2140 Overlea avenue, 
Normandy, te bring Mrs. Loretta 
Carpenter, whom Mrs, Henze al- 


legedly has under restraint at her 
‘-home, into court tomorrow was 
issued today by Circuit Judge 
Raymond E. LaDriere at Clayton 
on an application of Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach.

Mrs. Henze is a defendant in a 
suit brought in circuit court at 
Clayton by Mrs. Cora C. Gerlach, 
8l-year-old widow, to recover 
$64,000 Mrs. Gerlach alleged Mrs. 
Henze and other defrauded her of 
through a series of “hard luck” 
stories. The suit is pending. 
Mrs. Carpenter, who is 67 years 
old, entered Mrs. Henze’s home 
with her brother several years 
ago at Mrs. Henze’s solicitation, 
Wallach alleged. The brother 
since has died and other relatives 
of Mrs. Carpenter have done 
nothing to remove her from Mrs.

Harold, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
William H. Buren, 5402 Blow 
street, sent his plans to the Marine 
Recruiting Office here, along with 
a letter of explanation. 


“T am sending my plans for a 
rocket which humans could travel 
in,” he wrote. “It has the outline 
and the engine which I think will 
be a success. And if my plans are 
accepted I would like a letter 
from you and maybe you may get 
me a photographed picture of 
your V-2 Rocket?” 

Harold’s rocket ship is divided 
into three compartments. “There’s 
a control tompartment, an air-

Finally, and fortunately, the conferees erased 
a proposed cut in passenger automobile license 
fees. This was a political boon to motorists— 
mostly in cities and towns— which they had 
not asked for, And it would have cost the state 
highways $1,300,000 yearly in revenue. 

In the end the conferees’ bill would add at 
least $6,000,000 or more a year to the state high- 
way fund. That is. half again as.much as present 
truck fees, though it still may not be a fair obli- 
gation for commercial truck traffic. But the bill 
should represent the last word in a long and 
arduous debate, and it ought to be passed. Mis- 
souri’s roads have crumbled long enough.

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Nonpartisan Appointment 


Gov. Smith has appointed Nick Blassie as a 
non-legal member of the commission which 
nominates circuit judges under the nonpartisan 
court plan. Mr. Blassie may be non-legal, but he 
is certainly not nonpartisan. Indeed it appears 
that his principal qualifications for the duty to 
which he has now been called are that he is 
president of the meatcutters’ union, once ran 
for the Democratic nomination for mayor, and 
has been a most active supporter of Gov. Smith. 

We can only conclude that the Governor is 
fiercely determined to-leave no scrap of patron- 
age uncommitted to the high function of ad- 
vancing him toward the United States Senate. 
After all, a Governor who could subvert police 
department morale hy seeing to it that kin of 
the right people got promoted may well be per- 
fectly willing to take the “non” out of the non- 
partisan court plan. 
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This Train Stops at. Disaster 

The wreck on the Union Pacific near Evans- 
ton, Wyo., Monday was the result of running 
trains at high speeds and on congested track 
without the safety devices necessary to make 
such operation relatively safe. 

The City of Los Angeles was running in a 
blinding snowstorm when its engineer stonned 
to scrutinize a snow-covered -signal to learn 
whether or not he should proceed. His train 
had barely started gathering speed again when 
the -City of San Francisco, which had been 
dispatched 10 minutes behind it, rammed into 
its rear, slicing the last car in two and mashing 
the next four cars into twisted junk. 

It is a pattern that is repeated again and 
:~ (a: A train makes an unexpected stop, as any 
train may have to do at any time. There is no 
way to warn off the following train fast enough. 
In the last seven years this is the sixth major 
railroad disaster resulting from exactly the same 
combination of circumstances, in addition to 
more than a dozen wrecks less costly in their 
toll. Seven persons lost their lives on the Santa 
Fe, nine on the Chicago and Northwestern, 34 
on the Great Northern, 45 on the Burlington, 
and 77 on the Long Island, because of the unex- 
pected stop. 

How were the City of San Francisco and the 
City of Los Angeles équipped to deal with the 


emergency they proved so tragically incapable | 


of dealing with? The president of the Union 
Pacific, A. E. Stoddard, informs us in response 
to our inquiry that the territory where the acci- 
dent occurred was equipped with automatic 
block signals but not with train radio or auto- 
matic train control. ‘ 

Now, the automatic block signal system was 
the latest thing in safety devices in the 1870s, 
when trains ran much slower and on much less 
congested track than at present. It is still basic 
to the safety equipment of a railroad. But it is 
not by itself enough to enable trains to run at 
high speeds, or 10 minutes apart, or through 


blinding snowstorms. | . ‘ 
Tf, as often occurs, the engineer does not see . 


the automatic signal flashing from the wayside, 
or if he sees but disobeys it, automatic train 
control will bring his train to a stop. If he makes 
an unexpected stop, the block signal will not 
warn the following train specifically and em- 
phatically enough, and the flagman, to do it 
with lantern, flare or torpedo, would have to 
walk back along the track a mile or a mile and 
a half, the distance it takes a train to come to a

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Terror in the Philippines 

While the Philippine Republic counts the vote 
in its senatorial election, one return is already 
in. That is the return of terrorism. 

The Communist-led Hukbalahap guerrillas 
sought to sabotage the election by raids and by 
shooting election officials and burning election 
records. They killed more than 50 persons. And 
the registration of voters dropped by one mil- 
lion from the 1949 election figure, down to 
4,000,000. That is the ballot count of terrorism. 

-Recently the Philippine Army has won nearly 
all its skirmishes with the Huks. The Army has 
driven them from some areas which they for- 
merly dominated. So the drop in registration 
comes as a Startling measure of terrorist success 

But an army alone cannot suppress terror tac- 
tics. Only a united population, defiant to guerril- 
las, determined never to aid them, can supply 


an unterrified answer to terrorism. And so far - 


the Philippine Government has not been able to 
count on such sturdy popular support. 

The Filipino people are essentially opposed to 
Communism, but their will to fight it depends 
on whether the Government can answer the Huk 
promises in kind. Land reform for the hard- 
pressed tenant farmers is still lagging badly. The 
Government has only begun to work out the fair 
tax and financial measures urged upon it by the 
American Bell Commission. 

If reforms come slowly, so will public, confi- 
dence. The campaign of terror left the Govern- 
ment with a negative ballot. m 
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Are~You. Really Sure? 


There is an old saying that if you tell a lie 
often enough you will come to believe it. There 
is the feeling, too, that this process is even more 
insidious if, instead of making up the story 
yourself, you hear it or read it. And now.comes 
scientific evidence that these notion$.are sound. 


Dr. Carl Hoyland of Yale’s psychology’ depart- 
ment has demonstrated that, after a relatively 
short time, individuals come to accept as fact 
what they distrusted in the beginning. The idea 
remains in the mind. but its source is forgotten. 
Unhappily, the truth which is recognized as 
truth from the outset is not strengthened by 
the passage of time. 

Persons constantly dealing with a wide as- 
sortment of facts have long recognized this 
psychological quirk. Many of them avoid dubious 
publications and other unreliable sources of in- 
formation, not because they fear deception in 
the first place, but bécause they. have learned 
from experience that a piece of factual misin- 
formation can pop out of their memory with all 
the authority of truth, completely disassociated 
from’ its original source. 

Shrewd propagandists exploit this weakness. 
It enables.more naive individuals to assert a 
falsehood with the utmost conviction.

The Missouri Supreme Court has righted a

Gen. Eisenhower is not saying that he 
considers war inevitable. What he is say- 
ing is that the safest and essential mili- 
tary decision is for the United States and 
its Allies to act-as if 
war were inevitable 
in 1952. 


It needs to be im- 
mediately appreci- 
ated that Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s estimate of 
the danger of Rus- 
sia resorting to all- 
out war springs not 
from a hopeless ap- 
praisal of where we 
now stand but from 
first-hand awareness 
that. the gathering 
strength of the At- 
lantic Alliance is 
gradually narrowing 
the Kremlin’s area of action against the 
free world.. 

On this point Gen. Eisenhower's report 
to the President and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff can be fairly put in these terms: 


He is convinced that the United States 
and its Allies are winning the cold war 
in Western Europe, and that the Kremlin 
now sees that from here out there is 
little, if anything, it can pick up for noth- 
ing or without risking world war. 

He knows that while the free world now 
has conclusive military strength in sight, 
it does not yet possess it and will not pos- 
sess it for another 18- months, 

He is persuaded, therefore, that the 
greatest danger of the Kremlin turning 
the cold war into an all-out shooting war 
confronts the United Statés. and its Allies 
right now and will continue’ at least dur- 
ing the coming year. The danger becomes 
acute not from Allied weakness but from 
the evidence of gathering Allied strength 
—and that is an improved: position, 


There is no guarantee that the Kremlin 
will not seize the closing time span which 


Gen. Eisenhower 


it now faces as the last opportunity to 
attack, the free world while it can consider 
that it has a humanly even chance—or, 
conceivably, in its view, a better-than- 
even chance of winning. 

This is why Gen. Eisenhower is saying 
to the White House and to the Pentagon 
that while World War III may not be in- 
evitable, the best way to avert it is to 


act on the military premise that it is com- - 


ing in hoe or at least that the danger is 
= great—is, indeed, greatest in 
This leads Gen. Eisenhower to his prin- 
cipal military judgments, which are these: 
That the Pentagon plan, to date, of get- 
ting nearly everything—arms and the men 
—ready all at once, by 1953, isn't good 
enough and doesn’t meet the kind of dan- 
ger which the free world faces in 1952. 


That the overriding need is to equip 
just as fully and as quickly as possible all 
the divisions which the Atlantic alliance 
can put into the field during the coming 
12 months—even if this means we will 
not be quite as far ahead as we otherwise 
would be a year later. 

That a priority should be fixed for 
allocating for SHAPE’s use an 
supply of atomic weapons, which the air 
force under the general’s supreme com- 
mand cah count on for use tactically 
against enemy lines as well.as strategically 
behind the enemy lines. 


To summarize: Gen. Eisenhower is 
bringing his great influence to bear upon 
all the Atlantic alliance nations in Europe 
and upon the military and production 
planning in the United States to the end 
that more tréops can be given training 
in the immediate future and that more 
military hardware can be put into their 
hands in the immediate future. 


His purpose is to narrow as rapidly, as 
possible the time span during which the 
Kremlin may believe.that, losing the cold 
war, it could risk an all-out shooting war 
with a fair chance of winning. 

His purpose is to dilute the Soviet 
temptation to go to war by demonstrating 
in 1952, instead of later, that such a 
course would be unprofitable. 

His purpose is not merely to get ready 
to win a war but to do ev pos- 
sible now to discourage war.

Between Book Ends 


The Hawthorne Family 

THE HA NES. v umbia 
irene Pee eee Loggins.

At the time “The Scarlet Letter” was 
published, the Hawthorne family had been 
in Salem, Mass., for 213 years. Publica- 
tion of that book marked the first time . 
any Hawthorne had gained 
in any field of endeavor. 
thornes,” which is the story of seven gen- 
erations of that American family, is a his- 
tory of the men and circumstances giving 
_ to one of America’s great men of 
etters. 


The town of Salem has almost become 
synonymous with the name of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne in American literature. But 
preceding him in that town there had 
been five generations of the family. Their 
changing status throughout the years bring 
into sharp focus the significance and qual- 
ity of Nathaniel’s writings. By understand- 
ing Nathaniel Hawthorne’s antecedents, one 
is better able to judge him as an individual. 

The earliest Hawthornes, Major William 
and his son, Colonel John, were clearly a 
ease of like father like son. Both were 
leaders in the community life of early Sa- 
lem. They were stern Puritans and looked 
upon their neighbors as thoroughly de- 
praved and in constant danger of making 
some secret pact with the devil. William — 
figured prominently in the religious and 
secular life of the town, and his son, born 
into this background, figured infamously 
in the Salem witch trials. Through John’s 

l efforts, the trials were brought 
to their shameful conclusion. 

In addition to incurring the wrath and 
displeasure of most of the people of Salem, 
Colonel John succeeded in losing what 
little family fortune there had been. His ~ 
son, Captain Joseph, forced to turn to the _ 
sea for his living, marked the first of | 
three generations of sea-going Hawthornes. 
The last of these was Captain Nathaniel, 
father of the writer. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne was born in 1804, 
His father, who was virtually impecunious, 
was lost at sea not long thereafter. Na- 
thaniel’s background was one of strong 
and intolerant religious scruples. There 
had been judges and civié officials among 
his ancestors, and in addition there were 
a galaxy of legends, fables, superstitions, 
and adventures all particular to his family. 
These. then, plus the rare combination of 
the physical and psychic that make a 
genius, produced the greatest of all the 
Hawthornes. 

Succeeding the author was Rose Haw- 
thorne Lathrope, O.S.D. Her good works 
marked a return to religion in the seven- 
enth generation of the family. 

“The Hawthornes” is a remarkable study 
in genealogy. Mr. Loggins’ bibliography 
is overwhelming and the source material 
into which he delved is fabulous in its con- 
tent and ‘quantity. In spite of the vast 


’ amount of information which the author 


collected, he manages to present it in a 
fluid and readable manner. His book 
amounts to a slice of American civiliza- 
tion and the place of one family in it.

| “An enormous job of tabulation 
remains to be done,” said Dr.

“Final figures on 
religious groupings in St. Louis 
will not be available for a 
month.” 

He pointed out that only 2 per 
cent’ of all persons interviewed 
in the census declined to give the 
information asked. 

A sampling of returns from 
129 out of 310 co-operating 
churches indicated that those 
churches will receive lists of 
“prospects,” now unconnected 
with any church, equal to half 
of the present membership.

“7. An underground war of 
infiltration in iron curtain 
countries.” 


. Taft’s Voting Record. 

Taft was not always for such a 
program. 

Here is his earlier prewar war 
record: Voted against selective 
service in 1940 and extension of 
the draft in 1941; against lend- 
lease authorization in 1941 (but 
later he voted for appropriations): 
against the Bretton Woods agree- | 
ments and was one of the seven | 
Senators voting against joining | 
the United Nations. 

In later years, from 1947 {. 
1951, he opposed these meas res: 
The ‘North Atlantic pact and the } 
military aid bill in 1949, the ECA | 
conference report of 1950 and the | 
Point IV amendment in 1950 and | 
the Mundt amendment in 1951 to | 
increase the Voice of America ap- | 
propriation from $63,000,000 to 
$85,000,000. 

Although he voted for’ Greek- 
Turkish aid and the Marshall 
plan, he voted from 1948 to 1950 
to reduce the ECA appropriations. | 
On several occasions, he was vot- | 
ing with the Jenner-Kem-Langer- 
Malone bloc of isolationists. 

Taft’s lawyer brief style re- | 
quires that it be answered in the | 
form of Senator McMahon's re- | 
buttal that was distributed last | 
night by the Democratic National } | 
Committee. The Democratic re- 
tort required 23 dutioaseme | 
mimeographed pages and the | 
arguments were as involved. as | 
Taft’s oviginal indictment of the 
Roosevelt-Truman policies, 

For the reader who is fairly 
well-informed on foreign affairs 
some of Taft’s observatios on the 
Point. IV program and the Voice | 
of America propaganda may ap- 
pear more interesting than his 
criticism of the Atlantic pact as | 
nothing but a military alliance. | 

Taft voted against the Point IV | 
amendment to the 1950 ECA ap- | 
propriation and was on record at | 
least twice against increasing | 
funds for the Voice. 

In his concluding chapter head- | 
ed “The Battle Against Commu- | 
nist Ideology Throughout the | 
World,” Taft writes it’ is ques- | 
tionable whether we have to meet | 
the forces on communism on the | 
field of battle, but asserts that 
we can battle against the: spread | 
of communism by “a positive | 
campaign in behalf of liberty.” | 

The campaign, he continues, 
should not be limited to “free | 
enterprise,” but should include | 
“the liberty of the family to de- | 
cide how they wish to live, what | 
they want for breakfast and for | 
dinner and how they wish to/| 
spend their time.” | 


Sharp Rebuttals. | 

McMahon rebutted that such al 
statement disclosed “a tragic ig-’ 
norance of the way two thirds of | 
the people of the world live.”

When Snow Is Heavy

HERE’S a difference between snow in the 

country and snow in town. Last week's big 

blizzard ‘egan with *little enough warning, 

although we'd heard on the radio that bad weather 

was moving in from 

the southwest. The 

thermometer dropped 

a few degrees and 

snowflakes -started’ 

falling silently. Perry 

and I hauled a load of 

baled hay from the 

barn so there’d be 

plenty on hand near 

the house for the 

three steers in the 

feediot and for Daisy 

and Ribbon. Then we 

opened up barniot

alves, At three o'clock I drove down to 

make certain the yearling steers on the pasture 

had taken ‘shelter in the woods; and coming back, 

it was all I could do to make it through the deep- 

ening snow up the steep hill from the ¢reek. So 
‘I sent Perry home to get his chores done early.

DUSK FELL and the snow came harder, but 
without wind. Out on the highway, where we can 
see the car lights from the house, no traffic was 
moving. I'd intended to start out at noon to spend 
the last two days of the deer season with the 
Wright boys and Jerome Burford at their camp at 
Gooseneck on Current river. Now I wondered, 
as the snow piled up and darkness deepened, just 
where I'd be spending the night if I had gone. 
Some good farmer between Van Buren and the 
head of Big Barren creek would have had to find 
room for an unexpected visitor. I thdught of the 
deer hunters in their’camps back off the highways 
and hoped they’d laid in lots of firewood.

A WIND ROSE during the night to pile the 
drifts and when I crawled out before dawn to put 
the coffee water on and boost the furnace, the 
mercury stood at 12 degrees. Snow still fell stead- 
ily>and it was plain we were in for a bad day.

Ways and streets, busses running late, and schools 
clcsed for the day. But I didn’t linger long on 
the news, for I had work cut out for me. A dozen 
of the yearlings had drifted up to the fence behind 
the machine shed during the night and I called 
them into the lot and put out hay. Next there 
were the mares to feed and the fat steers in the 
pen and the 40-odd head of cows and calves up at 
the big barn.

GINNIE KEPT A COFFEE POT going on the 
stove and when Perry finally made his way up the 
hill at 10 o’clock, we all had a hot cup. Then we 
bundled into boots and coats again and battled our 
way out the lane to the highway. But here we had 
foot-tracks in which to walk, for Stan Turner and 
Ken Moyer had been caught out the night before 
and had come trudging in at daylight. There were 
10 head of stock in the Huff Field which must be 
driven across and turned into the barnlot.

AFTER DINNER Perry and If rounded up the 
little steers in the woods and drove them over to 
the east barn, turning them in with the dry cows.

The ponds had frozen 
over, so now our water tanks must be filled; and 
it is surprising how much water 50 cattle can con- 
sume. After dinner we set out to search for two 
yearlings which hadn’t come in; Perry hunting 
the bottom and Ginnie and I bucking our way 
along the ridge. The dogs got out and followed us 
and while old Mike made his way in great leaps 
ahd bounds, poor little Chip finally bogged down 
and refused to walk at all. But Ginnie was. almost 
as tired, so the two of them started back for home 


with Chip riding. ‘ 

Perry and i found the yearlings, finally, snugly 
roughing it out in one of the wildlife patehes where 
a multi-flora rose fence broke the wind and the 
six-foot serecia lespedeza furnished plenty of feed. 
We finally left them there after opening the fence 
so they could come in. The afternoon had turned 
off sunny and going home we found tracks of fox 
and wolf. criss-crossing the fields; and a bunch of 
brown feathers where a hawk had surprised an un- 
wary Bobwhite. We separated at. the creek, each 
hurrying to get to the evening chores. [he moon 
showed in the evening sky and as darkness fell, 
it lighted the valley like a beacon. During the 
night we heard the timbers in our old house com- 
plaining and knew this would be the coldest night 
of winter. And while it was still dark when I got 
up on Thursday morning, my flashlight showed 
exactly zero on the thermometer.

‘They Offer Height to the Short, Strength to the Weak 


And a Credulous Public’ Purchases the Useless Devices

F you want to see some of the 

strangest looking®¢ contraptions 

ever‘conceived by the mind of 
man don’t try to crash the gate 
at the Oak Ridge atomic plant. 
Just look over the fake medical 
rounded up by the United 
Sta Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and other Federal agencies 
co-operating in the never-ending 
job of putting mail order “doc- 
tors” out of business 

There’s an sveaatew array of 
trick’ and useless devices—all 
done up with wires and doodads 
to make them look important: 
fat reducers; sure-fire givers of 
Herculean. strength to puny 
people; machines sold to cred- 
ulous folk and designed to give 
ordinary tap water wonder-work- 
ing power; health belts, and 
countless more, 

Don’t laugh at the old gold-brick 
“con” game, which was an almost 
ethical pastime compared with 
the business of selling junk to 
ailing folks. Don’t laugh because, 
despite everything Uncle Sam has 
been able to do, plus the efforts 
of medical associations and oth- 
ers, Americans still are pouring 
out millions of dollars of hard- 
earned money for contraptions 
which not only are worthless as 
health aids but often have dan- 
gerous effects by delaying gen- 
uine and much-needed medical 
treatment. 

Recently one of the most scien- 
tific-looking of these “miracle” 
achievers, yet one that somehow 
did not qualify when tested by 
Uncle Sam’s experts, was pro- 
moted as being capable of in- 
creasing. the vitality of persons 
who used the gadget. Wires were 
supposed to be attached to a wrist 

and leg. of the user, and thence to 
electric light fixtures. Another 
section of the device, a tubing, 
was to be placed in water. This 
done, the electricity was to be 
, turned on, and after a few mo- 
ments the patient was supposed 
to possess a superior kind of pep. 

Many electric caps have been de- 
signed to rescue  bald-headed 
man. Perhaps some are good. 
And Uncle Sam isn’t going to 
pick a quarrel with their spon- 
sors until he has proved that 

such a bonnet will not grow lux- 
uriant 'ocks as claimed. 

Government authorities have 
on file a device whose inventor 
claimed it would increase the 
height of the small man at least 
two inches.

The real situation, they explained, 
is that the direction taken by 
the peg or ball, as well as its 
speed, is determined by the stead- 
iness of the hand which holds it. 
Only one man in 20 can hold the 
device without it wavering at 
least enough to’be noticeable. 

The inventor of one of these 
gadgets had more imagination 
than actual scientific knowledge, 
for he announced that his gadget 
could reveal the sex of a soy 
bean. Wonderful, except that, as 
every plant scientist knows, the 
soy bean contains both male and 
female elements, 

What kind of people are behind 
those fantastic devices? The 
sharper is the chief offender, but 
all kinds af persons entered the 
picture. One Government inves- 
tigator tells this story:

A 
Post Office inspector once trailed 
a notorious concern to a certain 
address in a large town and 
learned that the “Smith Labora- 
tories” were imaginary, and that 
their so-called manager was an 
accredited pharmacist, a register- 
ed druggist, a bank director, a 
member of the Better Business 


, Bureau, a director in various fra- 


ternal organizations and a church 
member. But these highly credit- 
able affiliation did not prevent 
him from taking something like 
$450,000 a year from the sick, the 
near-sick and the infirm. During 
10 years this “Dr. Jekyl and‘ Mr. 
Hyde” had been engaged in shady 
mail order schemes claiming to 
restore lost youth.

HE testimonial racket alw 

is a prominent feature of quack 

mail order doctors.-The public 
repeatedly falls for testimonials. 
They are the quack’s greatest as- 
set and are exceédingly decep- 
tive. Any one with clever 


methods and suitable facilities” 


can get testimonials galore. 

For instance, the testimonial 
givers of a certain scheme to re- 
juvenate youth were a pathetic lot 
when brought into court to testify 
recently. Mostly they were old 
men, somewhat impaired in 
health after swallowing some “re- 
juvenation” tablets. But a few of 
the group, too, felt somewhat im- 
proved. But that was natural; 
the psychology of the wonder- 
working medicine did the trick. 
Whereupon the swallowers of the 
tablets sent testimonials to the 
promoter. 

What did he do with them? 
Plenty. ‘He doctored the testi- 
monials so they were entirely 
garbled and then returned them 
to his dupes for signature. A few 
protested but their scruples were 
overcome by $5 or $10. With the 
signed statement, their pictures 
were to be included. In many 
cases the photographs were un- 
satisfactory. So the promoter 
doctored them up to make the 
“cured” patients look younger and 
more appealing 

In general, Federal procedure
